Congress Is Passing 


Service Act Brunt 


To the President 


By MARK SULLIVAN 
President Roosevelt last week re­ 
commended to Congress that it pass 
a national service act. drafting all 
men and women for work to war 
industry—in the president’# words 
"total mobilization of all our human 
resources.” The president was forth­ 
right, used the word “urge-' — “I 
urge that this be done at the earliest 
possible moment”. 
But 
Congress is doing nothing 
; about

'The so­ 
called ‘work or fight" measure, on 
which hearings are being held, is 
less than a quarter-way measure, 
much lesst. Spokesmen in Congress 
say no national service act will be 
passed unless the President takes 
I responsibility and leadership for it, 
> gets his party leaders to sponsor it. 
puts active and continuing pressure 
I behind it. 
Unpalatable "Must” Sought 
What Congress is saying is in 
effect that Mr. Roosevelt will have 
to make national service a "must" 
bill. 
This is a strange thing. For 
Congress during three to four years 
past has been saying there must be 
I an end to the executive sending 
"must” bills to them. 
They have 
ibeen stressing the ancient division 
jot powers, rn which Congress does 
! the writing of laws and the function 
I of the executive is restricted to 
executing the laws. They talk with 
resentment and reproach about tJie 
Congresses during the early New 
Deal, which used to receive and 
pass bills sent them by the execu­ 
tive. Congress in its present mood 
resents even receiving advice about 
drafting bills from experts to the 
executive department 
Right now, conspicuously, Con­ 
gress is streamlining its legislative 
mechanism, and the streamlining 
includes providing itself with its 
own experts, so that it shall be able 
to 
initiate

legislation 
without aid from experts in the 
executive department. 
Distinction Drawn

thrust beyond the river were w ithin 
less than forty miles of Krakow and 
only twice th a t distance from G er­ 
m an Silesia, rich in coal, iron. 
The Russian Baranov bulge seems 
the logical site for first moves in an 
all-out Russian winter cam paign to 
crack the center of the G erm an 
eastern defense lines. 
As last indicated the n orth face 
of the bulge reached westward to 
their twenty miles or so of the im- 
portant-road-rail hub city of Kieice 
in C entral Poland. It gave the R us­ 
sians an east-w est front some 125 
miles south of Warsaw, nearly sixty 
miles wide, as a base for northw ard 
flanking operations to tu rn the foe 
out of Vistula west bank defenses.
